Four years after he wrote that letter to Mr. Madison, 


the statesmanship and patriotism of Jefferson were] 


both vindicated, and the constitution was amended-in 
accordance with hig desiro and bis demand. Thel 
Bill of Rights and tho Habeas Corpus both law. were 
inserted in that great charter, and they have also be- 
como a part of every State constition in the American 
Union. The democracy of Jefferson was a principle 
entirely subordinate to the higher law of individual 
freedom, 

Individual man has nataral rights; organized man 
has none. All the rights of society are artificial, mere 
concessions granted by the individual man to enable 
his agents to perform their publicduties well. Organ- 
ized man in his legislative, judicial, or executive ca 
pacity, or in all three characters combined, is forever 
trying to inereuse and multiply his artificial preroga- 
tives at the expense of his principal, the individual 
man. [think that something like this must have 
been in the mind of Jefferson when he said in that 
samo letter to James Madison, "I own Lam not u friend 
to a very energetic goyernment, lb is always ops 
peessiverstolt: splices’: Hegdvern ors; indedd prorat 
their case, at tha expense of the people.” . 

The system adopted by the Americans for the regu- 
lation of their political affairs has been perverted from 
its original purpose by the word “government,” Ido 
not know another case in history where a mere word 
ever grew into such an important and tremendous fact, 
affecting all tho interests of a great people, and twist- 
ing out of symmetry their social and political in- 
stitutions, When the Americans meant “ageney,” 
they said “government; and the choice of the word 
has had great intluence or theircivic relations to one 
another. By adopting the word they continued in 
practice the system for which it stood, and in the new 
republic they divided themselves into governois and 
governed, as they were under the old monarchy of 
King George. When the King set men over the 
colonies of Pennsylvania and Massachusetts Bay, 
these magistrates were very properly called govern- 
ors. They were not in any sense the agents of the 
colonists; they were’ the deputies of the King. They 
were actual rulers, and the governed were very prop- 
erly eatled “subjects.” When the colonies became 
independent States, and the people hired their own 
superintendent of politien) affairs, and paid him out of 
their own taxes, they still called him governor, and 
thereby acknowledged themselves to be the governed. 
True, they changed the word “subject”? into “citi- 
ven,” but by retaining the word governor they ne- 
knowledged that official to bo a ruler instead of an 
agent, and in this way they ottached to the citizen 
the juferior qualities of a subject. 

It is instructive to behold a great political genins 
like Jelferson struggling in a labyrinth of incongru- 
ous threads, all spun from one unlucky werd, Hav- 
ing adoped the theory of Anarchy, and having ad 
mitted into his political system the word gavernment, 
he becomes involved nmong the contradicting idens 
that grow out of the words. .We see him continu 
ally trying to untio himself and get out of the cob- 
webs, At last he declares in favor of a weak govern- 
meut only, and thinks he has escaped. But a weak 
government is a political solecism, a machine wearing 
itself out by the friction of brakes on its own shafts. 
Botter no government than a weak one. As it is not 
possible to escape entirely from thu necessity of gov- 


y lernment, we should endeavor to establish one that 
Berniturel win govern as little as possible, and as much as is 
| jecersary. But within its proper orbit it ought to be 
tirresistible

Jefferson was by birth and inheritance a member 


'Fof the landed aristocracy, and yet he was the most 


thoroughly consistent and philosophic democrat of 
his time. From the time he was a schoolboy to the 
tay of lis death, he devinted very little from his theory 
pi an ideal democracy, based on personal freedom and 
equal political rights. His residence in Europe de- 


veloped a merely philosophic opinion into a sentiment | 4 


of personal hatred against every form of royalty, of 
aristocracy, and priesthood, The bitterness of his 
hatred hns led many of his friends and enemies to 
form mother ervoncous estimate of his political prin- 
ples, They have imagined that he desired to confis- 
cate the prerogatives of the priests, the nobles, and 
the king, in order that ho might bestow them upon 
his beloved democracy; but nothing can be farther 
from the truth, Ho desired to confiscate them indeed, 
not that they might be transferred to the democracy, 
but that they might be abolished altogether ftom the 


face of the earth, : 

Jefferson's preference for a weak government easily 
Jed him down to A narchy, the doctrine of no govern- 
‘ment at all? [ere ho was fiercely assailed by the 
ederalists, They warned the people that, Jefferson 
ME wdrene n co Sohveat Y peat Anta o Un g Wo o em . Pies 
désigned to establish Anureliy and erect a guillotine 
in overy town; and his answer was that they desired 
to establish a monarchy and a state church upon the 
ruins of the republic. ‘They replied that they only 
desired a strong centralized government of extensive 
powers; and Hamilton boldly acknowledged his prefer- 
ence for the Mnglish form, l need not dwell any 
longer upon the details of this bitter and savage con- 
test. It endedin the overwhelming triumph of Jef- 
ferson, nud the utter extinction of the Federalist 
party. : 

The individualist theory of Jefferson was equally 
opposed to Socialism as to monarchy, Jefferson de- 
sired to contract the powers of government as n prin- 
ple of nbsolute safely to the citizen, but tho Socialists 
desired to contract only those powers that were of- 
tensive to them; and those powers of which they np- 
proved, they: desired to increaso and expand. Jeffor- 
son proposed to wiharness the individual man and let 
hint go free in body, mind, and soul; the Socialists and 
the monarchists proposed to harness him up tighter 
with additional straps and bands of government, The 
difference between them was merely a dispute as to 
who should hold the reins, ‘The Anarchisut of Jeffer- 
son was the delirious fever of a brain inflamed hy 
political conflict, by brooding over the crimes of zov- 
ernment, and by contemplating the misery and sin 
produced by social inen ity and wrong, His acts 
and opinions were modified and controlled hy the ex- 
ternal conditions that immedintely pressed upon him. 
He dared not trust either his Anarchism, his indi- 
vidnalisin, or his democracy to the French people, 
He was American ambassador to Franco atthe time 
of the French revolution, and when consulted as to 
the hest constitution for the new France, lie advised 
the French to establish their government, not on the 
model of the American Ha but on thatof the 
English monarchy. He did not think that the French 
people of a hundred years ago were sulliciently just 
and enlightened to govern either themselves or oth- 
ers, The sequel proved that in this opinion he was 
right. Was he right when he thought that the 
American people were morally und mentally nee 
where the French were not? | This is a dificult quese 
tion, My own opinion is,that if they were qualified for 
self-covernmeat in Jefferson's day, they are not quali» 
fied for it now. The supreme elfort of the American 
people to-day is to déprive one another of liberty, ‘To 
thatend we are trying to adapt the complicated ma- 
chinery of our social and political system.

catabliehed for the restraint of actual invaders of personal rights, 
then the detinition is notacorrest one, Anarchism atirina the 
right of associntlon for drying out or restralning the thief, the murs 
derer, the ravisher,~the criminal of any class or name, private 
cien or public oficist whoever invadas the domain of the ind 
vidual and takes by foree or traud, fe, Nborty or property. wW.

tions have come into existenes in 
obedicnes to the law of “demand 
and supply?’ If there had been no 
demand, whether natural or artili- 
vial, none of these organized so- 
cicties would now havea being in 
Valley Falls. Thatall of them pos 
sesa useful and praiseworthy fea- 
tures we have no doubt, but wheth-

uses it, and because, like the boom. 
crang, it isa missile that is apt to

Butavhen a man “writes himself 
down" a fool, both by his manner 
and matter and then seals himself 
such by rigning his name “M, T, 
Head,” (Empty Head!) wo think we 
aro quite justified it taking him at 
his own yaluation and treating him 
accordingly. 

We are moved to these remarks 
by reading an article nearly a cois 
umn long in our contemporary, tho 
“Register” boverely criticizing the 
movement lately inaugurated to es- 
tablish a club, socicty or association 
in Valloy Falls whose object shall 
bo the “free, friendly and courteous 
interchange of views and opinions 
on ALL subjects of interest to us as 
individuals and as members of hu- 
man socicty.” ? 

“But why take up valuable time 
and space,” it will bo objected, “in 
replying to one who 1s a self-con- 
fessod ignoramus, and ono who bas 
not tho manliness to sign his own 
name?” 

Ans. Because first, 

The article of “Empty Ilead,” 
though little else than a tirade of 
abuse of those who want freo dis- 
cussion on all sabjects and who are 
tired of the one-rided, unfair meth- 
ods go popular with the churches— 
though his arguments are transpar- 
ently. false as to fact and sophistical 
as to logic, they are the samo ald 
ed captundam arguments used by the 
enemies of free investigation every- 
where, and especially by tho cham 
ions of retrogression herain Val- 
ey Falls. 

2d, Though “Empty Head,” 
with tho craftiness characteristio of 
his tribe, seeks to evade tho respon- 
sibility of his, phavisaical, hating 
and hateful utterances by taking 
refugo behind a nom de plume, the 
disguiso is too thin to deceive any 
one who cares to read carefully the 
articlo on “Everybody's Club,” in

27. None but a clergyman or ane 
thoroughly inspired by the clerical 
aims and in thorough accord with 
clerical methoda would ever be guil- 
ty of writing such an effusion.

manufactiving or mining districts, 
Wo have before us the “Christian 
Statesman” of dan, 27, °8y in which 
the statement is made an the au- 
thority of tho Karl of Shaftesbury, 
that in England “not more than Meo 
per cen of worlingmen aro wont to 
attend — church, Reports from 
American cities ant manufacturing 
districts tell a simlar story, 

The advanced age now demands tha wring. 
Mng. Ryetemtess, wayoring and barren elut in 
stead ofthe church and le htowlug intii 
enevs "* 

Mere tho priest stands confessed: 
Free disenssion is unhallowed 
“wrangling.” Tho priest or shepe 
herd mast do.the talking, must do 
tho feeding, and there must be no 
“back talk,” no questions asked and 
no refusal of the food and medieme 
doled out to the flock. There must 
bo no “wavering” nor doubting, 
“To doubt is to be damned!” One 
of these Valley Falls shep- 
herds was honest or candid cuough 


on & recent occasion, s0 wo are ered- 
ibly informed, to say to hts hearers: 

“The contract I wish to make 
with you—tho contract I always 
make, or wish to have understood— 
is that I'am to do the talking and 
you are to do tho listening.” That 
isto say~"It is my business as a 
shepherd to feed you with such food 
asl think best for you, and itis 
your business, as docile sheep, to 
take tho provender I give you, 
without question as to its kind or 
quality, and to submit without mur- 
mur to be sheared when I, your shep- 
herd, need your fleeces,” 

“These non-chureh-going people don’t ike 
the churches, but they will Uke tho wisdom 
which will distinguish the club, They will 
like to hear men who know nothing about sci- 
entiflo nonsense, and men whom the people 
would not electto the olico of senyengers, 
they will delight to henr talk polltics; and 
nen who belleve tu nothing they will rapturs 
ously hear discourse on religious subjects.” 

Here tho. phariseo stands con- 
fussed: I am wiser, holier than 
thou; stand thou there and keep thy 
mouth shut while I, the Lord's am» 
bassadar, tell thee what thy duties 
are, 

While “Everybody's Club” will 
be open to the pharisee and serie 
as well ns to the publican and sin- 
ner, Ít is quite improbable that the 
former will attend, The pbarisee 
will not condescend to meet the sin- 
ner—tho lahorer—-on egual footing. 
It would be degrading to the

MOTIVES OF ACTION,

It is mere foolishnoss to any 
thatwoe prefer to suffer, or that we 
should profer to suffer, and yet this is all 
that I can extract from Dr, S'a repeated 
declarationsthat if we go into the furnaces 
of persecution unwillingly there is no 
high merit in us nor worth in our work: 
The whole strugglo of the human family 
is to possess happiness, aud wo 
“choose” one pain only that wo may 
avoid n greater. In other words, wa fol- 
low the lineo of least resistance, If wo 
aro so organized thatit hurts ns more to 
800 others suffer than it does to make an 
effort to prevent that suffering, wo shall 
make tho effort, otherwise not. We look 
upon tho first as tue higher type of or» 
ganization and our efforts sbould beso 
directed that mon nnd women shall moro 
and more nearly approach to it Two 
mon are exposed to the bitter cold ofa 
northern winter. Into their keopiug has 
beon put a little child, Unless properly 
Wrappod in warm clothing nnd enrefully 
watobed and cared for, the littlo one will 
suffer much or perhaps even per- 
ish, Ono of the men will do nothing for 

it. Hois entirely oceupiod with himself, 
attempting to insure his own physical 
comfort, His companion, however, acts 
dilforently. Ile devotes himself closely 
to the child, determined that 1t shall not 
suffer if it is possible for Lim to prevent, 

His exertions in bebalf of the child 

vausohim to froezo his own hands and 

feet, but he keeps bis charge from harm 
and at lost they all roach tho sought-for 

sholter. Now each of those men has 

followed what is, for him,the line of least 
resistance, But thoy are organized dif- 
ferontly and, consequently, act different. 
ly. Yet they aro impelled by the same 
poworlul motivo—the desire for happi- 
ness. One, in this position, finde his 
greatest happiness in the avoidance of 
physical pain; the other in the avoidanco 
of mental pain, coupled with the pleasure 
hederives from the comfort and happi- 
nessa of another, espocially ashe has been 
instenmental in securing that comfort 
and happiness. Wo like this man more 
than we do the other; we say that his is 
a finor organization, that he is more do- 
valopad and humane.

{hat we are under obligations to work 
ourselves into such a framo of mind 
that we can say wo willingly bear 
it, what is to bethe moral status of thoso 
far-off times for which wo are working, 
when thereshall be much less pain 
than now? The truth is, we all perceive 
that thia universe ia not governed by 
moral Jaw, and the more humane and 
desirous of justico we become, the 
more clearly do wosee it, Because of this 
imperfection (and imperfection causes 
pain) welabor to improve the bodies, 
minds and conditions of men and women 
that thero may sometime bo less suffer- 
ing than at present, Sufforing isin no 
way desirable, the moralists to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. Granting that 
it has boen a potent factor in evolution, 
it has boen so only negatively, It was 
and is thesign of something lacking— 
love, honlth, food, etc. ete.,-—and it was 
for the things lacking but deniod that 
tho striving has been. Wo are to reach 
tho goal we soek withont suffering it wa 
can. If wo cannot, then we must 
accept tho pain that comes ag the 
lessor of two ovils, and wo only bear falso 
witness when we say that we aro 
“willing” that the pain shall come, 
Tf Dr. 8. has an aching tooth, he proba- 
bly exhausts nli the moans at his com- 
mand to lessen tho pain, and resorts to 
tho dentist to have it filled or pulled 
only whon be must.

Heemnshed np, tore and destroyed 
everthing with which ho came in contact, un- 
til the poor wifo sent for an officer, who ar- 
rested him. 

The next morning when hia trial came off, 
the judge quietly fined him five dollars for 
drankenness, but unfortunately no fine was 
levied for his disturbing the pence in the 
homestead, nor for his destroying the furni- 
tare. Although formerly Mr. Franke had 
very few friends, and not much credit, yet 
Mr. Keller stepped boldly to the front and 
released him by paying lus fine, notwith- 
standing the disapproval of Franke's wife. 
She had hoped to have a few day's peace, he 
boing in jail. 

On returning home he made it so unpless- 
ant for his wife that she was obliged to lenve, 
and ever since sho has beon staying first 
with one then another neighbor.

Upon 
the admission of all natural righta, thero is 
still some placa to be found in society for 
civil government and, what I shall call ox- 
pediency. This resolves, in other words, 
into policy and principle, On principle, 
there are tights of Bociety and rights of in- 
dividuals, duties of Society and duties of in- 
dividuals; but, in nolther case, are they the 
product of polities or religion. Civil gov- 
erntnent grows out of thoso rights, fe c., to 
mutanlty protect theso rights, A citizen 
of a civil government ia a party in the com- 
pret, and he must consider that all human 
laws aro not perfect, but ihat there aro pro~ 
visious in.our government for legislative 
changos when experience and better knowl- 
olge demand these changes. Both policy 
and expediency, and, L might say, political 
duty, demand individnal conformity,—es- 
pecially where the individual losos no abso- 
lato rights of liberty, lifo, and pursuit of 
happiness, To forco anissne in polities in 
opposition to atalutory law ond before the 
public have heen bettor instructed, is not, 
in our view, nevosaary or expedient. While 
woare liberal inall things, we doem it wise 
to be prudent in all thlpgs. Prom our angle 
of viaion, nndon a line of policy, we are 
sorry to ree evidences of Liberals assuming 
too tnuch and too fast forthe age, Having 
the free privilege, itis enovgh to assume 
and teach natural rights without open revele 
lion to civil Jawa; and, by this assumption 
and teaching, prepara the people for politi- 
eal changes. Isis renton, not physical force, 
that fually controla the intellectual world, 
On the same principle, and considering the 
present prejudices, isma, reela, creeda, 
achiams, und ungodly envies ariaing from 
Biblo theology, it ia enough, for tha time, to 
assume and teach dhatthey cither misrepro- 
sent Bible touching or Bible teaching mis» 
representa them, Which is 3t? 1f they are 
right the Bible is wroug, if the Bible 3s right, 
they are wrong; and bothinay be wrong and 
differ, but both can’t be right and difer 
this, together with mero doubts us to Bible 
theology, would be better than to spenk too 
freely about Bible facta, authors, nnd persons, 
But lol it bo nucerstood that these thoughts 
are ruggestivo, not dogmatic, I expect to 
Ivonnd dio a tiberal man. I ouly claim
